A* a result of the resignation of 


Arthur Henderson Jrom the British 
cabinet and his coming out In favor 
ol having tho British labor party rep- 
resented at Iho International socialist 
Tctaiforence 
at 


* Lloyd George is face

the most serious crisis developed by 
the war, since ho became head of the 
'government.

Henderson is a noted labor leader. 


He has been in tie cabinet since 1816 
(uid had previously been commission- 
er o£ pensions. He was a member of 
the British mission 
to Hussla and 


daring'his stay in tho Kusslan capi- 
tal in June, ho was In close touch 
:with' the 
Workmen's and Soldiers' 


delegates and doubtless also with the 
German' socialists, who are numerous 
in Petrograd, where their special ef- 
forts are directed to 
promoting 
a 


peace propaganda and destroying the 
morale of the Russian army. 


At that time the socialists were en- 


deavoring to have all the principal 
countries at war represented at the 
party peace conference to be held at 
Stockholm. 
What 
influences 
were 


llfrought to bear upon Mr. Henderson 
in Petrograd arc notltnown, but'on his 
return he went before a conference 
of the British labor party, of which 
he is the political head, and advised 
the meeting to send delegates to the 
Stockholm peace conference In a con- 
sultative capacity. It -was doubtless 
in a like capacity that Mr. Henderpon 
was interviewed and "converted" by 
certain delegates at Pctrograd. 


The fact that the delegation should

minimize the fact that England would
